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PREFACE 


This Decennial Index is the fourth published by the American Anthropological Asso- 
ciation. The first, under the title of General Index, covered the Old Series and the 
first 30 volumes of the New Series of the AMERICAN ANTHROPOLOGIST and was pub- 
lished as Part 2 of Volume 32, No. 3. Subsequent indexes have been published decen- 
nially, the second as Part 3 of Volume 42, No. 4, and the third as Part 2 of Volume 53, 
No. 4. 

This index is divided into two sections: the subject index and the author index. The 
subject index includes articles, memoirs, brief communications, letters to the editor, 
and obituaries (listed under “obituaries’’); it does not cover book reviews. We have 
not listed the titles of articles, but have considerably expanded subject listings. The 
author index includes authors of articles, memoirs, brief communications, letters to 
the editor, obituaries, book reviews and books reviewed. Entries under an author are 
listed in the following order: 1. articles, memoirs, obituaries, brief communications, 
letters to the editor; 2. book reviews by that author; 3. publications by that author 
which have been reviewed. In the last case, the name of the reviewer has not been in- 
cluded. 

The preparation of this index was begun by the office staff of Walter Goldschmidt, 
who retired as editor of the AMERICAN ANTHROPOLOGIST on January 1, 1960. The final 
determination of format and the compilation were carried out by Sally K. Spencer with 
the help of Rosamond B. Spicer under the direction of the current editor. The ex- 
panded subject index is primarily the work of Lynne and Ross Crumrine. The editor is 
deeply grateful to the many persons who participated.
